Your Talking Decision Maker re- 
quires two AA batteries (not sup- 
plied) for power. For the best 
performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline 
batteries. 

1 Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of 
the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• Do not mix old and new bat- 
teries, different types of bat- 
teries (standard, alkaline, or 
rechargeable), or recharge- 
able batteries of different 
capacities. 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
remove the screw from the 
battery compartment cover, 
then lift the cover up to 
remove it. 


2. Place the batteries in the 
compartment as indicated by 
the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and secure 
it with its screw. 

When the sound becomes weak or 
distorted, the lights dim, or the 
Decision Maker stops operating 
properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use 
the Decision Maker for a week or 
longer, remove the batteries. Bat- 
teries can leak chemicals that can 
destroy electronic parts. 

PLAYING WITH THE 
talking DEaSI ON 
MAKER 

1. To turn on the Talking Deci- 
sion Maker, slide HI/LO/OFF to 
HI (higher volume) or to LO 
(lower volume). 
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2. Ask your question, and press the 
button on top. The button lights, a 
random melody sounds, and the 
Decision Maker answers your ques- 
tion using the following phrases: 

• That's a great ideal 

• Yes, yesi 

• A big 10-4, little buddy. 

• The signs are favorable. 

• Cooll 

• Go ask your mom. 

• That question is like, lame. 

• Don't push your luck, mani 

• Man, you crazyl 

• Forget about iti 

• I am wondering the same thing 
myself. 

• The future is murky; try again. 


3. To turn off the Talking Decision 
Maker, slide HI/LO/OFF to OFF. To 
save power, always turn off the 
unit when you finish using it. 

CARE 

Keep the Decision Maker dry; if it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the Decision Maker only in nor- 
mal temperature environments. Handle 
the Decision Maker carefully; do not 
drop it. Keep the Decision Maker away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it look- 
ing new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Deci- 
sion Maker's internal components can 
cause a malfunction and invalidate its 
warranty.
